MESSAGE FROM THE ANNUAL 
GIVING GENERAL CHAIR 


| am very pleased to report that our 1994-95 Annual 
Giving campaign raised $1,192,490, which 
represents a 5.9% increase over last year’s annual 
fund. More than 9,000 individual and corporate 
donors, 5,500 of whom are alumni, responded to the 
letters and personal calls from 410 volunteers 
working on behalf of Concordia. It is satisfying to 
note that these results were accomplished during a 
strained economic and social context, as well as in 
one of the most difficult periods for our University. 


Once again this year, our Fifth Anniversary Concordia 
Shuffle, the walk-a-thon between the Sir George 
Williams and Loyola campuses, which is organized 
by members of the Faculty and Staff appeal, kicked- 
off the campaign by raising close to $35,000 for 
student scholarships and bursaries. 


As General Chair of the annual fund, | was especially 
pleased to help my alma mater by hosting the 
seventh annual Montreal Alumni Phonathon at 
Nesbitt Burns. This high-energy, four-night event 
contributed some $101,000 to annual priorities, 
while the Toronto phonathon surpassed its objective 
again by raising $30,000. 


Personal and corporate canvassers were also busy 
throughout the year calling on their Québec and 
Ontario prospects. This activity which raised more 
than $273,000 this year alone, remains the most 
successful fundraising method to date. 


Other campaign highlights included the second 
Graduating Class Phonathon in the Faculties of 
Commerce & Administration and Engineering & 
Computer Science; the annual Parents PRIDE 
phonathon which raised funds for the Concordia 
libraries; and for the first time, a special dinner was 
held for the Toronto branch of the Rector’s Circle, the 
University’s top leadership group. 


| look forward to pursuing my second term as 
General Chair of the 1995-96 Annual Giving 
Programme. | wish to take the opportunity to thank 
our volunteer leadership group which is listed on 
p. 8-12 of this report, and all the other volunteers 
who contributed to the success of this year's

J'ai le grand plaisir d’annoncer que notre campagne 

1994-1995 a permis de recueillir 1 192 490 $, soit 
une augmentation de 5,9 % par rapport a I’an 
dernier.

Cette année encore, le Concordia Shuffle, cette 
marche reliant le campus Sir George Williams au 
campus Loyola, organisée par le comité de 
souscription du personnel et du corps professoral, a 
marqué le lancement de la campagne de 
financement : prés de 35 000 $ qui serviront a 
l'octroi de bourses d‘études et de perfectionnement. 


En ma qualité de président général de la campagne 
annuelle, j‘ai été particuliérement heureux d’aider 
mon alma mater en accueillant le septiéme 
phonathon des diplémés de Montréal chez Nesbitt 
Burns. Ces quatre soirées d’appels ont rapporté 
quelque 101 000 $, tandis que le phonathon de 
Toronto a de nouveau dépassé son objectif en 
ramassant 30 000 $.
